REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose, in a method of making a refractory sputtering target from a 
cylindrical workpiece material by forging and rolling; wherein the upset forging and back 
forging is accomplished for diameter increase or decrease in relation to a longitudinal 
axis of a cylindrical workpiece for each of the claimed forging and forging back steps 
followed by a number of rolling passes and that finite element modeling is used to pre- 
determine a dimension of a workpiece. 

The prior art to; 

Jepson et al. (2002/01 12789) does not teach the forging steps as now claimed 
as side forging is an integral step in Jepson. 

Arimoto et al. (7,014,722) teaches press dies (fig. 3) for pressing workpieces (fig. 
4) to successively reduce a refractory cylindrical target metal workpiece to a suitable 
diameter for upset forging at an upsetting ratio of 2 or 4. Arimoto does not teach 
successive forging/forging back steps and finite element modeling. 

Onishi et al. (JP 8-232061 ) teaches multiple forging steps to form a refractory 
target material with heat treating and rolling but does not teach finite element modeling.
